3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus comprising a tray support platform mounted 
on a base for tethered buffeted motion with respect to the base, a tray having an upper friction 
surface, for mounting on and being held to the tray support platform, and a grid having a 
plurality of compartments, the grid being supported on the tray, as claimed in claim 1. 

The prior art of record discloses apparatus for making spherical products wherein a 
compartmented grid is juxtaposed with a tray, and either (a) the tray is oscillated while the grid is 
separately supported so as not to oscillate (see Willard et aL, Blum et al. and Schroder), or (b) the 
grid is oscillated while the tray is separately supported so as not to oscillate (see Anetsberger, 
Kolodesh et al, Pointon et al. and Loncaric); however, the prior art of record does not teach or 
fairly suggest an apparatus as claimed wherein the compartmented grid is supported on the tray 
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which is mounted on and held to a tray support platform which is mounted for tethered buffeted 
motion.
